Some Modern A*pects of Geology- 


Within recent years there seems to 


have been infused into almost every do- 
main of physical science a fresh Ufa 
Through gradually acquired generaliza- 
tions higher points of view have been 
reached; old notions have been discarded 
for new.er and broader ones. Professor 
Langley tells us of the "new astron- 
omy;" the doctrine of the conservation 
of energy has given us a new physics; 
evolution, a new biology, and the study 
of carbon compounds, a new chemistry. 
So, too, the application of the microscope 
to the study of rocks has given us a new 
geology. 


The recent development in the science 


of the earth consists of the return to the 
work begun by its earliest pioneers. The 
old petrographers were right. 
If we 


would know the lif e history of our planet 
we must learn the origin, structural re- 
lations and composition of our rocks. 
We must discover the forces—chemical 
and physical—which work in and upon 
them, and we must see how they work. 


As I have already said, the early geolo- 


gists had full faith in the importance of 
their labors, but they were forced to 
abandon thorn by a lack of methods and 
appliances suitable to cope with the diffi- 
culties presented. Today this importance 
is not diminished, but rather increased, 
by what has been accomplished along 
other lines. If we can renew the attack 
upon the old questions with improved 
weapons, the rewards of victory are as 
promising as ever. It is believed thai 
such weapons are now in our hands, and 
the hope of success is almost daily at- 
tracting fresh and earnest workers to 
the ranks from every land.—Professoi 
George H. Williams In Popular Science 
Monthly. 


Oriental Justice. 


Dr. Henry M. Scudder relates a case 


of Oriental justice that could hardly be 
outdone for sharp and subtle discrim- 
inations. Four men, partners in busi- 
ness, bought some cotton bales.

the rats might not destroy the cotton, 
they purchased a cat. They agreed that 
each of the four should own a particular 
leg of the cat; and each adorned with 
beads and other ornaments the leg thus 
apportioned to him. The cat, by an ac- 
cident, injured one of its legs. The own- 
er of that member wound about it a rag 
soaked in oil The cat, going too near 
the fire, set the rag on fire, and, being in 
great pain, rushed hi among the cotton 
bales where she was accustomed to hunt 
rats. 


The cotton thereby took fire and was 


burned up. It was a total loss. The 
three other partners brought an action 
to recover the value of the cotton against 
the fourth partner who owned the par- 
ticular leg of the cat. The judge ex 
Drained the case and decided thus: "The 
leg that had the oil rag on it was hurt 
the cat could not use that leg—hi fact, il 
held up that leg and ran with the othei 
three legs. The three unhurt legs there- 
fore carried the fire to the cotton, and 
are alone culpable. The injured leg is 
not to be blamed. The three partners 
who owned the three legs with which 
the cat ran to the cotton will pay th* 
whole value of the bales to the partnei 
who was the proprietor oT the injured 
leg."—Once a Week.

The German Emperor, a young end ic-; 


sxperienoed man, who knows more about j 
sworda aod bayonets than it is possible for 
him to leain ot statesmanship, in hie 
latest speech tu hi* Parliament devotes 
himself to the subject of the strengthening 
oi the army, and the introduction of 
changes in tha service that will augument 
the efficiency oi tho military arm of the 
Empire and* tbns conserve the cuds of 
peace, "with God's help." And this is the 
reason the Emperor gives as an excuse far 
the increased total of tbe budget by 
some 30,000,000 mark* for the new year— 
that is to say tor the greater demands to be 
made upon the industries of tbe country 
for mouey with which to maintain 111 idle- 
ness a vast army of soldisry. Only a few 
days before thU speech wan delivered, the 
Emperor and the Czar oi alt the Russias 
met oo German territory, fell upon eaoh 
o.her's necks and embraced as brothers 
may do. Then followed brilliant acd naval 
displays on the part oi Germany that must 
have impressed the Czar deeply with the 
strsngtu ot his boat, and have set him to 
industrious thought concerning the cost of 
life and treasures tu bis country should 
Russia and Germany come to blows. 


About tbe same time on this side of the 


Atlantic, tbe representatives of eighteen 
Am si icon nations were being entertained 
at Holyoke, Mass., after having visited 
seven ot the States of tbe American Union, 
and receiving welcome from gome twenty- 
five millions of people. 
At the town 


named, one of the laost thougbtful of the 
delegates turned to his escort acd asked:

cause sLeiscot repulsed by the atmospheie 
of distrust and want of confidence in tbe 
people." 


"But you have a Handing army, yet in 


all oar tour (has far I have not seen a sol- 
dier upon yonr streets." 


"Yes, we have enough of an army to 


garrison a few forts, cai« (or the arms of 
the Government and protect the borders 
from savagn tribes; enough naval force to 
form the nucleus of a countless host of 
armed seamen when the nation needs to 
call them from the peaceful walks of com- 
merce, but a standing array to promote the 
peace is the very remotest need cf the He- 
public." 


"In my coantry," responded the dele- 


gates "about one-ten'h of the able bodied 
men are soldiers, and ia a large place like 
this a man stands with a gun on every cor- 
net. Ah! this Government by the people 
:s wonderful.'"

Plan «f the Southern Faclfle Company 


Colonliatlon Company. 


The Southern Pacific Company Coloni- 


zation Agency, which has offices in New 
York, Chicago and San Francisco, has is- 
sued a circular giving the following as its 
plan of operation: 


An agent of the company will, without 


expense to them, visit the seekers for agri- 
cultural homes at their own residences, aa 
nearly as may be practicable, and will fur- 
nish them with exact information concern- 
ing all those matters which must interest 
them. 


Special contracts have been made with 


several of the large land-owners of the 
State for parts ot their land, whereby, for 
the purpose of enhancing the value of the 
remainder by immediately developing and 
improving the parts contracted for, they 
allow these portions to he sold subject to 
the following conditions: The lands to be 
selected by an expert from any part of the 
estate, which selection shall be sold at 
greatly reduced prices only to purchasers 
for actual and immediate occupancy. The 
buyers will not be allowed to purchase at 
these priaes any more land than they will 
actually cultivate. Thoroughly competent 
men, entirely familiar with all kinds of 
farming and fruit raising in the State, liv- 
ing on adjoining land or on land selected, 
will be secured as local advisers and assist- 
ants to colonists to give them the benefit 
of their intimate knowledge of all those 
matters that concern the building of 
homes, the buying of materials, stock, 
seed, trees, vines, etc., the time and man- 
ner of planting and harvesting, etc., and 
in short to make the home-builder feel 
that he has come among friends. 


When persona determine - through infor- 
mation furnished by the colonization agent 
that they will remove to any given colony, 
the agent will arrange the trip for them 
and their families, and when practicable 
send them by trains on which the company 
has a tourist or excursion agent.

Not only will the utmost care be 
exercised to locate him within the proper 
environments, but a most watchful and 
friendly interest in him will be maintained 
by the agency, and will be manifested by 
its active co-operation with him so long as 
such interests may seem to benefit him.
